Constantinople. Nov. 18. — The war 
olTlco annoiim'ea that HrIUah tiunpa 
have been hatlly defeated near Kao on 
the Persian iiulf and that a thouaand 
Hritiali were killed, 

Athens, Nov. 18. — A dispatch re- 
ceived here says the American arm- 
ored cruiser Tennessee anchored at 
Vurla in Asia .Minor and sent a party 
in a launch to confer with the authori- 
tiea of Smyrna with a view to obtain- 
ing an authorization for the cruiser to 
enter the harbor. 

The forts tired on the launch, which 
Was obliged to return to the Tennes- 
Bee. The commander of the American 
warship then nutifled the governor ot 
the port that he bad received orders 
from the American government to en- 
ter the harbor and he was determined 
to comply with his instructions. 

Navy Department Skeptical. 

Washington. Nov. 18. — According to 
the latest reports of the navy depart- 1 
ment from the Tennessee she is at 
MItylene. No order has been sent her 
to lesve there, hut she is at liberty to 
go elsewhere if the commanding olTI 
cer thinks It necessary. Navy officers 
do not believe she has left, however, 
nor do they believe she has gone to 
Smyrna because weeks ago the United 
States was notiflad of .the mining of 
Smyrna harlior. Secretary Daniels ex- 
pressed doubt that the Tennessee was 
at Smyrna, as reported.

Tak- 
ing as the oeraslon (or a prosperity 
keynote, the opening of the federal re- 
serve system, the president In ac- 
knowledging a brief letter from Mr. 
Me.Adoo announring the aiiccesHful 
opening of the reserve system, de- 
clared that the country Is In u fair way 
to prosperous conditions. Tlie presi- 
dent disclaims personal credit (or the 
financial leglsiilTloli and graciously ac-' 
knowledges the efforts of others, who 
with •'labor and knowledge and fore- 
thought and pr icticnl experience co- 
o|ierated with unusual wiidom and ad- 
mirable public spirits" to bring it 
about. 

Incidentally the president recognlie?

In a aplrlt of ‘'candor” 

The letter of Secretary McAdoo t< 
the president, which called out th' 
letter. Informed the president that th 
twelve federal reserve banks authoi 
I zed by the federal reserve art wer< 
forinally opened lor liualness, coiigral 
ulatlng him upon the actual establlsti 
ment of these hunks, i.nd adding 
■'They are the result of the great pier 
of financial legishtion witli whlcli you 
name is ImperlKhuhly ausorioted an- 
which promlaes lu my jiidgmeut in 
meaeurablo benefits to (he people."

In Havana Not Later Than Nov. 25. 

I El I’aso, Nov. 18. — Ueneral Villa Is 
! willing to leave Mexico In accordance 
with the agreement between the .Agues 
I Calieutes convention and General Car- 
' ranza. who also Is to leave the repub- 
lic, but Villa is anxious first to see the 
provisional president, Gutierrez, safely 
established In Mexico City. This Is 
the purport of me.tsages which have 
reached border agents of the conven- 
tion. 

Washington, Nov. 18. — Upon General 
Villa hinges the question whether 
there Is to be revolution or peace In 
Mexico for the Immediate future, ac- 
cording to dispatches received at the 
state department. 

It has developed that the wllllngneay 
of Carranza to retire nncondltlonally, 
as announced. Is really deimndent upon 
his ))reviou8 announcement, namely, 
that Villa not only retire from his mil- 
itary command, but that he leave the 
country. Carranza also makes the 
new condition that Villa must meet 
him In Havana not later than .Nov. 23. 
according to state department advices 
It Is supposed here that Carranza’s 
novel proposal that Villa meet him In 
Havana Nov. 23. la due to a desire to 
have before his own eyes satlsfactor> 
and conclusive evidence that Villa Is 
not really In Mexico leading an army. 

This Information was received at the 
Htate department from Consul Sillimaii 
In Mexico City. Mr. Sllllman also re 
ported that the papers were publish 
Ing the text of an alleged telegram 
fr.im General Gutierrez, the provision 
al president chosen by the conventton 
to succeed Carranza, announcing that 
he w-as willing to accept the eondl 
tions of Carranza's retirement. 

On the olhor hand not a word has 
been received here offlelally Indicating 
that General Gutierrez, Villa or the | 
convention have done anything toward 
accepting Carranza's latest offer to re- j 
sign conditionally. It Is known oRI 
dally, however, that General Gutier- 
rez Is disposed to go very far toward 
making Carranza's retirement from - 
office easy for the first chief. There 
has not. however, come any word that j 
Villa has retired voluntarily from his j 
military command nor that General 1 
Gutierrez has relieved him of his com- 
mand. 

Advices came to the Constltutlonal- 
ts( headquarters In Wiishington that 
Vllla'^ troops under command of Gen- 
eral Angelea engaged In battle yester- 
day with trooiis of General Carranzii 
at I.oon In the state of Guan.ijuatn. 
and were difeated. The headquarters 
also have advices that .Arriella hruth- 
ers, leading the Carranza trooi>s, are 
moving against Torreon.

— A war of extermi- 
nation Is being waged on fllibusters 
around Juarez by Villa’s troope. Fol- 
lowing a battle at Guadalupe, in which 
five fliibuatera were killed, seven of 
the band who had surrendered to the 
Villa troop.i were executed In Juarez. 
The execution was In the old barracks 
tn which more than 100 have been shot 
to death during the four years of reviv j 
lutlon, and was witnessed by a crowd | 
of people, among the number being 
several Americans. The order had 
been issued by Villa that all men 
found In northern Mexico bearing 
-irms who are not allied with his forces 
ire to be put to death when found 
The seven filibusters who had surrep- 
lered expected amnesty, but were ox- 
ocuted within an hour after they were 
iirought Into Juarez. They had raided 
the T. O. ranch, owned by Morris & 
“o.. and had been driven back bv 
American cowboys when troops from 
‘he Juarez garrison overtook anJ at- 
tacked them.
